REVISITING A 
SAD YET IMPORTANT 
STORY 


A mother’s appreciation: Accolades to SF 
Weekly staff writer Albert Samaha for his 
beautifully written article [and blog posts] 
about the shocking death of my son, Dylan 
Yount, in Hallidie Plaza, San Francisco, on 
Feb. 16, 2010 [“Public Influence,” feature, 
1/2]. Samaha’s thorough research, 
exceptional writing abilities, and human 
compassion gave this difficult story the 
attention it finally deserves. Most 
everyone, it seems, from complete 
strangers to Dylan’s family and friends, 
have been moved by what happened to my 
son in his final, tortured hour. Not many 
mothers see their sons encouraged to die 
and savagely cheered at death, especially 
one as gentle and good as Dylan, so I 
struggle constantly not to become cynical. 
I had never heard of suicide-baiting until 
his death. I had never read a police report. 
I am still as shocked as I was when I first 
learned of his death. And, of course, 
Samaha was completely right: Dylan’s 
death has a digital afterlife. 

At the same time, I have found much 
comfort reading the comments and tweets 
about this story coming from all over the 
world. It has helped me tremendously to 


know that people really care about the 
injustice my son suffered before he died, 
miserably dehumanized and afraid. It 
helps to know that others think what 
happened was outrageously brutal and 
preventable. 

It is my hope that Samaha’s work will 
strengthen all people to champion what 
they know is right. The threat of 
anonymous cruelty is ever present. We are 
defined as a society by how we respond. 

I hope SF Weekly realizes exactly what 
arising star the publication has. Surely, no 
one could have articulated these thoughts 
any better than this young journalist did. 
Many thanks from Dylan’s mom.

BEAM ME UP 


Thousands of San Francisco homeless sport Star /rek paraphernalia. 
BY JOE ESKENAZI 





It is not, however, among the most un- 
usual items handed out to the needy by St. 
Anthony’s. The organization regularly re- 
ceives surplus clothing from races and spe- 
cial events. When the Olympic Club hosted 


T-shirts bearing images of pop stars like 
Mariah Carey and Enrique Iglesias — but, 
naturally, the Trek cap remains among the 
most in-demand items the organization 
has ever handed out. 


n the original Star Trek show, obser- 
vant viewers can discern distinct 
classifications based on uniform 
color (yet somehow overlook the pa- 
pier maché rocks). Command per- 


sonnel wear gold; science and medical 
personnel wear blue; and “Redshirts” tend 
to work in the engine room or beam down 
to the planet with Kirk and Spock to get 
killed by murderous plants. 

In San Francisco of late, Star Trek uni- 


forms of a different sort have been popping 


up. Large numbers of homeless residents 
have been spotted wearing identical — and 
rather snazzy — black caps emblazoned 
with the Starfleet logo and the words 
“Star Trek: The Ride.” Tricorder 
readings — and a few questions to 
the proud cap-wearers — led us to 
St. Anthony’s Foundation on 
Golden Gate and Jones. 

It turns out the Star Trek 
caps were the centerpiece of 
St. Anthony’s Christmas 
packets. The charitable 
organization received some 
3,000 of the hats from Live 
Nation in 2012, and held on to 
them to disperse en masse for 
the holidays. 

“We’ve Star Trekerized the Ten- 
derloin,” says Allan Shapiro, manager 
of St. Anthony’s free clothing program. 
Live Nation also gifted St. Anthony’s with

i life, could end at any time — and yet it’s 
somehow worse with a job, because we 


wondering in sweatpants what to do next. 
The anxiety, the insecurity, the cliff’s-edge 


n these troubled times, employment, like 


have no evidence that the afterlife consists of 
along night of drinking followed by weeks of 


thrill of the unknown: This existential brew is 
going through the heads of 7.9 percent of the 
American population (and 6.9 percent in San 
Francisco). Of those, some are the sweat- 
pants variety, but some clean themselves up 
and get out there looking for the next job 
with a smile and a zest for interviews. What is 
their secret? 































Turns out it may be as simple as liking their 
former employers. Jennifer Tosti-Kharas, an as- 
sistant professor at San Francisco State Univer- 
sity’s department of management, was curious 
about what’s on the minds of the unemployed 
while they search for new jobs. She knew from 
previous research that employees who identify 
with their current employer — who think of 
their job as an extension of self — have a better 
sense of well-being at that job. 

“Employees who identify with their employ- 
ing organizations are more likely to view com- 
pany successes as personal ones,” she writes in 
her recently published study. You identify with 
your company when you refer to it as “we” in- 
stead of “they.” So she wondered how that was 
affected when that employer let them go: “Are 
these attachments good or are they bad?” 

Tosti-Kharas picked a good time to start her 
research. She conducted online surveys with 
both the employed and unemployed in June 
and December of 2008. “It was just really coin- 
cidental, truly, that the peak of the financial col- 
lapse happened at the midpoint of those two 
dates,” she says. The surveys evaluated respon- 


eaten food was sent St. Anthony’s way — 
meaning, for a week, San Francisco’s 
hardest-up dined on steaks and seafood per 
Tiger Woods and his cronies. And, in re- 
cent years, a Franciscan friar sorting a suit 
donated by a man’s widow came across 
some $2,000 in rolled-up bills. It turns out 
the deceased gentleman was a gambler — 
and his widow opted to donate the 
money to the charity.

Finally, Trekkies know the Star Trek 
ranks are based on the system incorpo- 
rated by the American and British na- 
vies. So it was fitting that 
many of the Trek caps were 
distributed by members of 
the Navy football team, in 
town for December’s 
Kraft Fight Hunger Bowl. 
To the best of anyone’s 
knowledge, none of the Navy 
players were subsequently 
dispatched by murderous 
plants. The team, however, was 
killed by Arizona State, 62-28. 


the U.S. Open golf tournament last year, un- 


dents on how much they identified with their 
employers as well as their sense of well-being. 
What she found seemed counterintuitive. 

Those who identified strongly with their 
former employers felt more positive even 
when unemployed — the feeling of belonging 
heloed them move on and, perhaps, succeed 
in finding a new gig. “My findings suggest that 
those who once identified with their former 
employer are more likely to get high-quality 
jobs in the future,” she says. 

While this sounds like the occupational ver- 
sion of Stockholm syndrome, Tosti-Kharas says 
it is a reflection of humans as social animals — 
when we feel like we belong, like we are part of 
something we care about, we feel better. 

She compares it to the end of a romance, 
“sort of like you really love someone who 
dumps you,” and sums up the resulting positiv- 
ity with a familiar saw: “It’s better to have loved 
and lost than never to have loved at all.” 

Four years later, she’s planning a follow-up 
study to see where these people landed — how 
a sense of well-being affects the sweatpants- 
to-suit-pants ratio.

S.F. companies harness digital to make comics and novels truly 


Interactive experiences.

t’s really happening: Barnes & Noble 
keeps closing stores, Newsweek pub- 
lished its last print issue, and the 
thriftiest tablet on the market costs 
less than three new hardcover novels. 
Storytelling certainly isn’t dead, but every- 
one from creators to publishers find them- 
selves negotiating growing pains as print 
sales continue to decline. Depending on 
who you talk to, the growing dominance of 
web-based media is either an opportunity 
for growth, poison in the well, or business as 
usual. This translates into an open playing 
field where many are experimenting with 


telling stories using new technology. 

Two Bay Area creative firms are seizing 
the moment with two unique apps for the 
iPhone and iPad: Madefire, a Berkeley-based 
company that’s redefining digital comics, and 
Ying Horowitz & Quinn, the San Francisco- 
based firm responsible for the multimedia 
novel The Silent History. Both apps emerge 
from teams who have evolved the traditional 
publishing ranks to include creative-minded 
engineers — specifically those fluent in de- 
signing for the mobile web — in addition to 
marketers, creatives, and editors. 

With tech in their DNA, they were able to 
develop interactive elements using the inno- 
vations of mobile devices along with the sto- 
ries themselves, ensuring a more seamless 


integration of cutting-edge tech and storytell- 
ing. And both Madefire and The Silent History 
use a traditional publishing idea — serializa- 
tion — to keep readers satisfied with new con- 
tent; new chapters are seamlessly pushed to 
your mobile device. 

Madefire is taking a classic serialized me- 
dium — comic books — and evolving them 
into interactive motion books, designed ex- 
clusively for digital. Madefire’s motion 
books feature animations, panoramic views 
with 360-degree navigation, and punchy 
music and sound effects in an immersive 
story environment that feels like walking 
through a comic’s innards. Creators are able 
to manipulate individual characters and 
backgrounds via the company’s proprietary 


motion graphics tool suite, yielding a rich 
experience that unfolds at the pace of the 
reader’s swipes on a mobile device. Swipe: A 
new character emerges in a dense cityscape. 
Swipe again: He’s suddenly run through by 
an assassin’s blade. Swipe again: scene 
change to a sweeping panoramic view of 
downtown Tokyo, which can be zoomed in 
on and investigated for details in the art. 
This interactive storytelling experience is 
more like a user-directed digital animation 
and distinctly unlike its predecessor, the 
“motion comic,” which merely repurposes 
print comic artwork into a stilted cartoon. 
These attempts to bring print comics to 

digital market saw a fever pitch of activity in 
the mid-’00s, but were greeted with a slap in 
the face by the comics’ community, derided 
for their lack of creativity. Madefire feels that 
slap, but is doing something decidedly differ- 
ent: designing stories exclusively for the digi- 
tal environment. They are, as Watchmen 
co-creator Dave Gibbons proudly proclaims 
on Madefire’s website, “creating anew gram- 

ar” for comics, and indeed for storytelling. 
It’s arevolution in the making... ifthey can 
find an audience. 


adefire’s Berkeley studio is the kind 
M of ultra-modern loft space that looks 

better suited toa SOMA designer 
than a comic book company. Its wood and 
steel frame, dominated by an enormous win- 
dow array at its center, suggests an austere 
start-up environment within — its contents 
uniformly clean, minimal, and in varying 
shades of Apple’s signature silver and white. 

That’s only partly true. What fills the 
spaces between in this cozy loft space is art — 
comics, to be exact, most of which are print- 
ready pages from the notebook of Madefire 
co-founder Liam Sharp. Sharp has worked as 
a professional illustrator for clients such as 
Marvel and U.K. magazine 2000AD for 25 
years. He and his cohorts are wolfing downa 
quick lunch — most of them preferring to 
stand — amid the happy chaos of humming 
monitors, flow charts, and various other tasks. 

Sharp is a gregarious, stocky Brit witha 
strongman’s build and bald head not unlike 
Batman nemesis Bane, with a hearty smile 
in place of a face mask. “The pacifist Bane,” 
he amends. Various robots, beasts, and other 
arcane beings line the wall behind a half- 
dozen of Madefire’s engineers, animators, 
and editors. 

The juxtaposition of austere exteriors and 
expressive interiors is an apt metaphor for the 
motion books experience on the iPhone. That 
contrast seems to extend to two of Madefire’s 
principals: Sharp as the company’s creative 
firebrand finds a crucial foil in the front-fac- 
ing, business-savvy Ben Wolstenholme. Wol- 
stenholme is the former CEO of Moving 
Brands, a U.K.-based branding agency with 
offices in S.F. that originally brought him to 
the Bay Area. He and Sharp grew up together 
in the U.K., where they both attended art 
school. Sharp, an urban warrior with his 
shorn head, piercings, and combat boots, ap- 
pears the exact opposite of clean-cut Wol- 
stenholme, who in designer jeans, oxford 
shirt, and Adidas sneakers looks every bit the 
preppy ad man on casual Fridays. 

Yet Wolstenholme lights up like a comics 
geek when he presents Mono, one of Made- 
fire’s ongoing titles, on aniPad mini. >> 08

Mono is one of their earliest titles, with three 
issues to its name. It is the story of an ape-hu- 
man hybrid with a weaponized tail and his 
adventures as a spy serving the British Crown 
in the mid-20th century. It’s a brooding ad- 
venture-fantasy period piece whose settings 
and characters wouldn’t be out of place ina 
Terry Gilliam film. On the iPhone, Mono im- 
presses with its painterly style of illustration 
and its grim palette; on an iPad, it’s several de- 
grees more absorbing. The dark renderings 
take on anew dimension as Wolstenholme 
zooms in to pick up details in the background. 
The immersive experience is like walking into 
a painting that yields to every inquiry. 

Wolstenholme gleefully swipes through, 
searching for a specific panorama. He finds 
it and begins toggling through the image ofa 
war-torn English village — rendered ina full 
360-degree drawing — until he finds the ti- 
tle character sneakily cloistered in a third- 
story window. When asked who drew it, he 
responds, “Me.” 


hé he one word you hear most often in 
; comics is ‘no’,” says Ben Abernathy, 
editorial director for Madefire. He 
should know: His previous job, as editor of 
DC Comics’ digital division, was to approve 
creative decisions on behalf of one of the two 
biggest comics publisher in the United States 
(Marvel being the other). Generally, the com- 
ics industry has been slow to embrace digital, 
reliant on a complex infrastructure sur- 
rounding its print product. Typically, comics 
are pre-ordered by retail shops through Dia- 
mond, the exclusive print comics distributor. 
That’s roughly 1,800 shops nationwide 
served by one distributor. For all intents and 
purposes, there’s still no room for digital in 
that model. 

“There was a lingering distrust of digital 
comics that was taking a while to shift,” says 
Sharp of Madefire’s nascence. “Retailers were 
worried. Fans were protective of their beloved 
medium.” It’s only fitting then that Madefire 
should splinter from the comics mainstream 
in the middle of start-up country, a land of 
“yes” and a speculative frontier where ideas 
can trump proven revenue streams. 

And 2012 may be remembered as the year 
digital comics truly arrived. Tech culture 
blogs like Fast Company published top 10 dig- 
ital comics lists for the first time, touting not 
just Madefire but independent creations like 
Operation: Ajax and Bottom of the Ninth as 
stunning digital-only experiences. 

However, Madefire’s most significant 
competition is Los Angeles-based Comixol- 
ogy, the leading distributor of digital comics 
for major publishers DC and Marvel, as well 
as independent houses like IDW and Image. 
A majority of its service revolves around a 
straightforward digital reproduction of 
print comics viewable on iOS, Android, and 
Kindle platforms. 

Comixology’s exclusively web-based con- 
tent, available on a handful of titles, is cen- 
tered ona “guided view” tool. It’s aless 
elaborate version of the motion book experi- 
ence offered by Madefire — no audio, anima- 
tion, panoramas, or other rich media 
capabilities. The user swipes through as the 
action unfolds, like a slide show. It has an ap- 
pealing simplicity. More importantly, it’s the 
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kind of measured response to the digital mar- 
ket that has major publishers (and their prop- 
erties) in Comixology’s corner. As 
Comixology Vice President Chip Mosher 
notes, this step into digital-exclusive content 
enhances the reading experience “without 
abandoning what makes a comic ‘a comic.” 

It’s a subjective point, but a fair one. 
Comics are participatory reading experi- 
ences and both Madefire and Comixology 
have worked to avoid producing something 
like the initial, much-hated attempt at non- 
print comics: motion comics. It’s aterm the 
Madefire team avoids like kryptonite; mo- 
tion comics are widely regarded in the com- 
ics industry as a joke. 

“Yeah, no one likes those,” sighs Aberna- 
thy. For all the hidebound and reactionary 
opinions that abound in the comics industry, 
it’s hard to dispute the central qualm: It just 
isn’t acomic anymore. Art from what was 
originally a print comic book is salvaged in the 
form of a linear animation — characters amble 
about like cardboard cutouts and voiceovers 
replace word balloons. “Creatively they’re 
typically regarded as really low-budget car- 
toons,” explains Abernathy. On the surface, 
it’s hard to tell the difference between a mo- 
tion comic and Madefire’s motion books until 





you sit down and interact with the thing. 

Motion comics fail essentially because 
they happen at you; a “hot medium,” as 
Marshall McLuhan defined it, like television 
and print comics, refusing consumer partic- 
ipation. Madefire’s comics, like the Internet 
itself, are resolutely participatory — “cold” 
— with interactive page layouts and a story 
to be manipulated at the reader’s pace. 
Madefire’s comics live on this interaction. 

This issue of participation lies at the heart 
of two of motion books’ chief distinctions. 
The first is the user-directed experience, one 
that expands and contracts at the reader’s 
pace. The other is building a motion book, a 
process that depends on the sophisticated yet 
intuitive motion books tool they’ve been 
tweaking and promoting as much as the sto- 
ries they tell through it. That process has 
been the sole focus of Madefire co-founder 
Eugene Walden.

telling and more cavorting to some decidedly 
un-nerdy dance music. The proceedings 
break to allow the founders to say a few 
words. While Sharp takes a walk down mem- 
ory lane with his decidedly more sentimental 
speech, Wolstenholme talks business. His en- 
thusiasm is infectious; he’s excited about, 
well, everything — excited by the reactions 
from the public, excited by the number of 
five-star reviews in the App Store, and ex- 
cited by the creators who will soon join the 
Madefire stable, including the writer of an 
iconic horror film franchise (whose identity 
they were not at liberty to share). 

What Wolstenholme is most excited about 
is “Eugene’s tool.” “Thousands of people are 
dying to get their hands on Eugene’s tool,” he 
quips to an amused crowd. Eugene is Eugene 
Walden, Madefire’s third co-founder and 
chief technology officer, and his tool is the 


motion graphics tool, his major contribution 
to the company’s endeavor. The software is 
based on technology he originally developed 
at 4delite, an online advertising company. 

“When I first met Ben [Wolstenholme], I 
realized that [the software] was surprisingly 
applicable to the creation of motion books.” 
The motion graphics tool is a white field of 
empty gray patches into which the user can 
drag images and other content. All added 
content shows up in a primary view screen 
that depicts edits in real-time, a multi-layered 
animation that can be adjusted by the creator 
to add action, panoramic views, and 
soundtracks. It’s web-based software (it can 
be opened in any browser) whose complexity 
ranks somewhere between Photoshop and 
Facebook’s photo uploading tool — an intui- 
tive yet robust editing suite. All work is saved 
in the cloud and it’s as quick and responsive 
as your Internet connection allows. This was 
important to Walden, as it rendered collabo- 
ration across multiple devices a breeze; any- 
one could hop on to an existing project from 
anywhere in the world with a stable wi-fi 
connection and make edits. 

About all those people waiting to get their 
hands on this tool: There’s a request portal ac- 
cessible through the company website where 
aspiring motion bookmakers can sign up for 
access to the motion graphics tool once it’s 
made available beyond Madefire’s inner circle 
(such requests are temporarily closed). “We 
want this to become a standard tool for the in- 
dustry,” says Sharp. 


to invert that equation. 

Horowitz, his McSweeney’s cohort Chris 
Ying, and iOS developer Russell Quinn co- 
founded Ying Horowitz & Quinn, LLC. 
Theirs is perhaps the first joint business 
venture whose central product ended up be- 
ing a novel. 

The Silent History is the story of a genera- 
tion of “unusual children” who are silent 
from birth, unable to comprehend or utilize 
language as we understand it. It’s a multime- 
dia story told through text, video, and geo- 
specific “field reports.” The app is a gorgeous, 
non-linear map of portals, some of which 
lead to chapters of the serialized story, and 
others to one of the aforementioned field re- 
ports tied to specific geographic locations 
that are “unlocked” only once the user is near 
that location, with a “ping” from the app’s 
geo-location feature. 

Since this involves traveling, these supple- 
mentary reports are not designed to be essen- 
tial to understanding the core story; they are 
contributions from readers built inside the 
mythos established by The Silent History. Up- 
dated content comes in the form of serialized 
chapters added by the creators and the field 
reports submitted by users (and approved by 
Ying Horowitz & Quinn). The latter presents 
another dimension of interactivity: collabora- 
tion. This carefully crafted potential for a 
multitude of experiences in reading The Silent 
History is what makes it such an intriguing 
variation on the e-book — and a cold medium.

As such, they’re making the tool avail- 
able free to those interested in creating a 
motion book. Sharp adds, “It’s increasingly 
hard to break into the illustrated narrative 
industry, so why not let people build their 
own stories and sell them?” Walden insists 
the motion graphics tool is “as easy to use as 
Keynote or PowerPoint.” 

Madefire’s philosophy toward the tool 
seems rooted in a general enthusiasm that 
emanates from its staff; like any start-up, they 
have no reason to believe they’ll be a success 
— though the app is highly rated, it’s not in the 
iTunes top 100 — yet their belief in motion 
books is palpable and sincere. Despite having 
spent decades each in tech, marketing, and 
comics illustration, the three principals don’t 
come across as jaded or defensive about their 
goals for Madefire. Indeed, it seems that 
they’re promoting the idea as much as the 
product itself. 


hile comics are struggling to de- 
fine the face of their digital strat- 
egy, the playing field for e-books is 


tensionless by comparison; few are itching to 
reinvent black lines on a white background. 
Eli Horowitz was at McSweeney’s — the S.F. 
publishing house and quarterly journal 
founded by author Dave Eggers — when that 
publisher was getting snowed under by digi- 
tal. McSweeney’s superlative print product 
translates poorly to digital. The time was ripe

Quinn, formerly of McSweeney’s and Euro- 
pean digital agency Spoiled Milk, says he 
saw the place for their work in the lackluster 
e-books market. 

“Broadly speaking, they seemed to either 
be technology-led with a weak story, or con- 
tent-led with poor design and usability,” says 
Quinn. The Silent History presents the reader 
with a story matrix in the form of an intui- 
tively navigated treasure hunt that utilizes the 
capabilities of iOS as cleverly as any touch 
video game. This non-linear experience feels 
cognitively similar to web browsing, hunting 
through links in a multiplicative manner that 
emphasizes perpetual investigation over clo- 
sure. Indeed, it’s uncertain where The Silent 
History begins or ends, or whether it’s meant 
to at all. 

Presently, the novel is exclusively available 
as an app for the iPhone and iPad ($1.99 for 
the first volume, $7.99 for the next five; the 
novel continues to be released in serialized 
chunks); it “may” be developed for Android 
down the road. It’s perhaps the ultimate irony 
that such alush media experience as The Si- 
lent History costs consumers a fraction of the 
price of a hardbound first-edition print book. 
And it’s cheaper for the creators themselves. 
“Tt didn’t cost us a cent to make this. Every- 
thing we make is profit,” says Horowitz. 

And while that profit isn’t breaking the 
bank, it’s certainly respectable. The Silent His-

30,000 times at the $1.99 price since its launch 
in October of 2012. Even with purchases of 
the complete $7.99 bundle, this doesn’t 
amount to a robust payday split between 
three principals, though according to Horow- 
itz, it’s “enough to keep us going and start 
planning the next [novel].” 

Both Ying Horowitz & Quinn’s and Made- 
fire’s advertising budgets: $0. “We're taking a 
grassroots approach to building a community 
of people interested and we hope passionate 
about what we're doing,” says Madefire’s 
Wolstenholme. They are taking the start-up 
route of word-of-mouth, spreading the mes- 
sage via blogs and satisfied readers. Both have 
benefited from featured placements in the 
iTunes storefront, and both were named in 
Apple’s “Best of 2012” list. That doesn’t mean 
either have been able to sit back and coast. 
There’s a significant degree of outreach in- 
volved in both companies, if only to educate 
new readers as to why anyone would bother 
re-inventing the wheel of storytelling. 


San Diego Comic-Con to present mo- 
tion books to the biggest congregation 
of comics fans in the world. In-person 
demonstrations have become a power- 
ful mode of outreach for the company, 
which has set up shop at Apple stores 
in addition to making appearances at 
both the 2011 and 2012 Comic-Con. 
According to Dave Gibbons, co-creator 
of the legendary comic Watchmen and 
creator of the new Madefire series Treat- 
ment, they saw a huge spike in interest 
between those first and second years. 
“People were a little confused [in 2011],” 
he says. “There were just three of us and 
a few posters on the wall. It was a little bit 
of an uphill struggle then.” They brought 
out the big guns the following year, pre- 
senting a wall of iPads and several titles, 
many of which were on their second or 
third issues. “You see people light up and 
mouth the word, ‘wow,” Gibbons says of 
their second visit. “That human interaction 
has been the most inspiring thing so far.” 
Eli Horowitz recently took The Silent 
History to the streets as well. He led a 
walking tour of New York’s Lower East 
Side while all participants followed along 
with the app opened. Planned as an al- 
ternative to a traditional book reading, 
the event was designed to take users to 
some of the field report sites, includ- 
ing a stop at the bathrooms in the Allen 
Mall and a tasting event at the New York 
branch of Mission Chinese Food. The 
field reports are to be unlocked only on 
location, as they often use onsite details 
to enhance the report — seemingly ran- 
dom vodka and yogurt containers found 
outside the Allen Street Mall bathrooms 
figure into that site’s field report. 
Although the tour charmed its 20 or 
so attendees, walking users through parts 
of the story led to a demystifying aspect 
that Horowitz did not appreciate — for 
a novel with a mystery at its core, that’s 
understandably problematic. “The experi- 
ence seems to be more powerful when you 
get to discover the ‘evidence’ for yourself, 
rather than having it pointed out to you.”

But the risks of reticence are great; every- 
one witha stake in digital storytelling seems 
to agree that outreach and education of the 
public are crucial factors in its future. 

“Tt’s not a Field of Dreams, ‘if you build it 
they will come’ kind of thing,” says Sam 
Humphries, former manager of content and 
development at MySpace Comics and current 
writer at Marvel. Los Angeles-based 
Humphries is passionate about the fact that 
PR and outreach for digital content needs to 
be not just expanded but completely inno- 
vated. “It requires fundamental changes in 
the way this content is marketed.”

Then there’s the ongoing issue of money: 
Monetizing digital content is an enormous 
challenge and there’s no consistent model 
for how it’s to be done. Economically, 
Madefire follows the start-up model: It pro- 
vides free content while building its infra- 
structure through venture capital. In the 
future, it plans to unroll a price on specific 
books as well as licensing some familiar 
properties, but the primaries were vague 
about specifics. 

It’s those specifics that keep most busi- 
ness owners up at night. Their technology 
still speaks louder than their current roster 
of stories. Though these are good works, 
they’re not the masterpieces of the form that 
this new medium may need to take root. 
Madefire is planning on offering a channel 
through the app for publishing original 
work not originating from its stable of cre- 
ators. It’s possible that Madefire is simply 
setting the stage for the real revolution. 

Digital publisher Charles Melcher of 
New York-based Melcher Media sees a tran- 
sitional marketplace, one that is inefficient 
to meet the growth of digital, as the primary 
challenge. “You have a print book that costs 
$25 with no features, no rich content, no

added media,” he says, “and a download 
with all that included [is] $5.” 

Melcher, along with a team of top-shelf de- 
velopers, founded Push Pop Press, which pro- 
duced Al Gore’s interactive e-book Our 
Choice, an investigation into the causes of cli- 
mate change and its possible solutions. The e- 
book is indeed the superior experience, 
offering multiple layers of video and added 
content tucked into the linear story as well as 
fully interactive visuals and graphs. But as he 
points out, it’s more expensive to develop the 
richer content, and unfortunately $5 is still 
pretty pricey in the app sphere: “People ex- 
pect that content to be free because there’s so 
much high-quality stuff out there that was de- 
veloped to make the hardware that delivers it 
stick in the marketplace.” 

That marketplace is growing more and 
more aggressive, as well. After Push Pop Press 
unveiled Our Choice, Facebook poached PPP’s 
engineers and bought up the rights to its e- 
book software for good measure. It was a dis- 
heartening development for Melcher, who 
was excited about the possibilities of evolving 
storytelling with his talented team. 

But it was not enough to squelch his opti- 
mism. Melcher, who stewards the New York- 
based Future of Storytelling summits, 
maintains that this transitional phase will 
bear fruit, even ifits challenges overwhelm 
the current players. “Our children already 
don’t know a world without these devices. 
They will intuitively understand how to push 
these things to their limits.” 

i still a generation away, that may be a fac- 
tor that a company like Madefire cannot 
address. With a team of comics, tech, and 
marketing professionals, the company is 
poised to make an impact on the digital sto- 
rytelling market — if that market responds 
with sufficient enthusiasm. In the meantime, 
their approach is to maintain quality control. 

“Our main focus is to ensure we remain 
one of the best-rated apps in the app store,” 
says Wolstenholme. “The end reading expe- 
rience is paramount.” Wolstenholme hopes 
that commitment will pay off when Made- 
fire introduces a price for specific books. 
Yet as Charles Melcher found, that payoff 
may prove a tougher win than expected. 

Madefire and Ying Horowitz & Quinn 
share an optimism for their stories that 
trumps market concerns, or at least isn’t dic- 
tated by them. It’s inspiring to see creators 
motivated by evolution of craft, especially 
when they’re entering dangerous territory 
where the possibility of compensation is not 
only uncertain, but potentially at odds 
with reality. 

The afternoon sun shines on Liam 
Sharp’s face as he recalls presenting Made- 
fire’s books at a convention for the first 
time. “It’s really stunning when you see 
people’s faces light up and they get it.” He’s 
energized by the recollection. Regardless 
of what successes or failures lie ahead, this 
unimpeachable moment of connection, as 
any artist will tell you, is all that matters.

good education doesn’t have 

to cost a small fortune, not 

when you have San Fran- 
Cisco’s art institutions at your disposal. 
The winter months are when museums, 
galleries, and theaters debut their gritti- 
est, most intellectual shows — perhaps 
because audiences have more time to 
linger. Rather than rushing out into the 
sunshine, we seek out cultural institu- 
tions that will let us while away our day 
in reflection, and they reward us with 
plenty of food for thought. 

This season's offerings seem intent 
on teaching us. Whether the lesson is 
prehistoric cave painting, 

classical music, middle school 
culture, or gender reassignment, 
we're bound to leave February much 
more knowledgeable than when we 
entered it. 

It’s the year of the comeback kid 
in Bay Area theater. For the Berkeley 
Rep, it’s quite literal; their newest of- 
fering is a farcical romp about children 
who square off against their foes. For 
several local performance houses, 
the focus is on adapting a once-great 
Classic for presentation on a smaller 
stage. Both Bindlestiff Studio’s Hair 
and Boxcar Theatre’s Hedwig and 






the Angry Inch bend the rules as they 
re-imagine the popular musicals. For 
younger generations, these produc- 
tions are opportunities to get familiar 
with old shows and discover what 
made them hits in the first place. 

S.F.’s galleries and museums 
are packed with exhibitions worth 
Googling before you visit, just to read 
up on their fascinating histories. The 
De Young offers an expansive ret- 
rospective on Dutch painting, from 
Vermeer to Rembrandt, for which 
watching Girl with a Pearl Earring 
is only partial preparation. The San 
Francisco Art Institute’s galleries offer 
an education in Gutai —a Japanese 
art movement we’d never heard of be- 
fore —while Artillery A.G. Keeps things 
close to home with its history of the 
Mission. Meanwhile, the S.F. Center 
for the Book strikes a personal chord 
with its narratives of a car bombing in 
Baghdad.

Eternal suffering 
may be a bubbling-lava fount of easy 
chuckles to us godless alt-weekly hea- 
thens, but Christians take hell pretty damn 
seriously.

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Possessed 
by History 


The Witch House at 
The Garage keeps 
Salem’s dark magic alive.

hen I sat down to in- 
terview playwright 
Morgan Bassichis 
about the premiere of 
his play The Witch 
House at The Garage, he had a question for 
me, too: “How did you find out about us?” 
The Garage, as its name suggests, is a tiny 
venue with few bells and whistles, and it 
doesn’t get a lot of publicity. Shows have 
short runs, and artistic director Joe Lan- 
dini is committed above all else to accessi- 
bility, which means his artists are often 
unknown. 

But it’s high time the secret got out: The 
Garage has some of the liveliest, boldest, 
and most diverse programming in the Bay 
Area performing arts scene, including 
Bassichis’ play, about three adolescent 
boys who become possessed by three ado- 
lescent girls who were accusers in the 
Salem witch trials. I talked to Bassichis, 
who also performs, and director Anthony 
Julius Williams about what their show has 
to say about the criminal justice system, 
gender and sexuality, and the way we 
frame our history. 





Your characters Tingle (Derik K. Cowan), Tracy 
(Bassichis), and T-Rex (Tyler Null) are all in- 
trigued by witchcraft, but for more than just 
their stated reasons — making money, chang- 
ing a girl’s affections. 

Morgan Bassichis: For those of us raised as 
boys, at the age of 11 or 12, ideas of manhood 
get louder and louder. We move away from 
imagination, and gender and sexuality be- 
come more rigid. Magic and witchcraft be- 
come ways to talk about what we’re allowed 
to do and the cost of disconnecting from the 
other realm. So many queer people I know 
were really into magic as kids. Like witches, 
we walk between worlds. It’s dangerous to 
see between the worlds. 


What’s the connection between the boys and 
the Salem witch trial accusers? 

Anthony Julius Williams: It’s really the gender 
issues. The fact that three young boys get 
possessed by the accusers and a chorus of 
women plays the accused sets up our inabil- 
ity to be fully human when we’re locked into 
an identity. 

Bassichis: I was compelled by these “afflicted 
girls.” I wanted to know what they had to 
say, what wisdom they had to share about 
America today.

Such as? 

Bassichis: The Puritan worldview is based 
on creating enemies, inside and outside, and 
witches are on the inside. The play asks 
what is the impact on society of creating 
these enemies; it explores the relationship 
between the Salem witch trials and mass in- 
carceration. The Garage is a block from the 
jail at 850 Bryant, and scapegoating is at the 
foundation of our criminal justice system. 
We should abolish that system; we should 
invest in communities instead of cages. 


How did you stage the dreamlike movements 
of the characters? 

Williams: From the start the whole produc- 
tion process was based in ritualistic move- 
ment that naturally evolved out of the 
language. Body-based decisions of the 
performers created embodied poetry; they 
created their own rituals that became the 
scenes. 


The Salem witch trials are a momentous part of 
the story we tell about ourselves as Americans. 
Why is that? 

Williams: The Salem witch trials summed up 
everything that’s right and wrong about this 
country in one fell swoop: the attention to 
high ideals and the fact that we might not be 
meeting those high ideals. The trials deeply 
offend what we know about ourselves. 
Bassichis: It’s held up as if it didn’t happen 
all the time. And because the accused were 
white, the Salem witch trials are a safer 
way to look at our disturbing history with 
scapegoating. 


You’re part of The Garage’s AlRspace program, 
which offers rehearsal space and a perfor- 
mance venue to queer artists. How has that im- 
pacted your work? 

Bassichis: [Garage founder and director] Joe 
Landini said, “Whatever you come up with, 
we'll do.” It’s been a gift. I don’t know where 
else I would have gotten space and trust.

Chastain plays Annabel, 
a goth rocker whose boyfriend Lucas (Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau ) is the uncle of the filthy, feral girls, 
who are protected by their Mama, a cadaverous, 
shape-shifting creature. Annabel and Lucas take the 
girls in, and they settle with their new charges in 
Richmond, Va., here a bunch of bland suburban 
streets and a copse played by the province of Que- 
bec. They try to adjust, yet they retain their tie to 
Mama, threatened by these new caretakers. (The 
possessive specter is performed, with CGI trickery, 
by 7-foot-tall ectomorph Javier Botet.) Muschietti’s 
movie needs more emotions bent out of shape. Lu- 
cas and Annabel display not a trace of apprehension 
— or disgust — when they become the guardians of 
these bestial little girls. Lucas’ “Hey, I love you, girl” 
soothes any rough patches between the two new 
parents. Instead, the unwieldiness is played out in 
the plot contrivances, confusing machinations in- 
volving custody battles, convenient comas, stolen 
computer files, and directives delivered in dreams to 
go to Clifton Forge and other place-names straight 
out of the Bobbie Gentry songbook. The rich mine of

framework erected for the West Bank and Gaza

tricky, it’s because it is. A bureaucratic procedural 
with a unique approach, Law tells a story about sys- 
temized language, how ideological clashes are re- 
duced to legal distinctions and human beings to 
enemy combatants. A number of the Israeli judges 
and prosecutors who drafted and applied the laws 
for the occupied territories are interviewed as foot- 
age from the time and cases in question surrounds 
them, projected onto an enveloping green screen 
backdrop. The effect is used sparingly, which is 
good; Alexandrowicz’s self-conscious and unneces- 
sary interjections about the nature of documentary 
are distraction enough. Some of his subjects show 
hesitation about the temporary system they created 
and its legacy of democratically sanctioned oppres- 
sion. Most, however, cling to the veneers and con- 
tingencies that permit even good people to separate 
what is just from what is right.

The Rabbi’s Cat

he feline in question in The Rabbi’s Cat 
is wily, philosophical, and devoted toa 
dogged and decent rabbi and his fiery, 
beautiful daughter. The cat desires a bar 
mitzvah, travels through Africa and the 
subconscious, and gains the power of speech. A 
heartwarming tale of a rabbi and his cat might seem 
like just the family-friendly ticket. However, unless 
your kids have a working knowledge of the complex 
cultural patois of Algiers in the 1920s and the effect 
of the Russian Revolution on pre-World War II Zi- 
onism, as well as fluency in French or the ability to 
read rapid and complex subtitles, The Rabbi’s Cat is 
a pretty tall order. Language, history, and cultural 
context aside, there’s some graphic violence and 
pretty earthy sexual content, not to mention sus- 
tained discussions of religious practice and esoteric 
tradition that might baffle your average 8-to-10-year 
old. If your kids do have the prerequisites and so- 
phistication to grasp all this, they should probably 
also have a TED talk planned. They’d love this 
movie, too. The Rabbi’s Cat is an absorbing, nu- 
anced, and vividly animated tale of adventure, am- 
bivalent morality, colonial injustice, talking animals, 
and the vagaries of religious zeal and colonialism.

>& Beasts of the Southern Wild A zealous gumbo 
of regionalism, magical realism, post-Katrina al- 
legory, myth, and ecological parable, Beasts of the 
Southern Wild, the southern Louisiana-set debut 
feature of 29-year-old Benh Zeitlin, rests, often 
cloyingly, on the tiny shoulders of Quvenzhané 
Wallis. Co-written by Zeitlin and Lucy Alibar, 
whose play Juicy and Delicious served as the 
film’s starting point, and using a cast of locals, 
almost all of whom make their acting debut here, 
Beasts of the Southern Wild strains to remind us 
of Hushpuppy’s wisdom and courage beyond 
her years. She is a motherless child: “She swam 
away,” explains her father, Wink (Dwight Henry), 
a chronically ill, frequently drunk man, of Mom’s 
absence. He and Hushpuppy live in separate trail- 
ers in a grassy, overgrown expanse in a fictional 
bayou area called The Bathtub. Stomping around 
her ramshackle, squalid domain in white plastic 
rain boots, dirty T-shirt, and orange Underoos, this 
peewee heroine confidently wields a blowtorch. 
But in trying through incessant narration to make 
a six-year-old a prolix sage, Zeitlin can’t avoid 
falling into sticky sentimentality. That’s a shame, 
because Walls has such a commanding presence 
on-screen — never more so than when the camera 
observes her up close and in silence, before the 
music, Hushpuppy’s maxim-filled voiceover, and 
Wink’s bellowing kick in. (M.A.)

After the inevitable 
derailing of Vincent’s business plan, he’s pulled 
back into one last dope deal, setting in motiona 
vortex of absurdity that culminates with Woody, 
a sweet kid who occupies himself with his sketch 
pad, negotiating with thugs like a half-pint 
Iceberg Slim. Although Common and Rainey 
are well-matched, their chemistry is frequently 
squandered by a script, (co-written by director 
Sheldon Candis and Justin Wilson) that boxes 
them into impossible roles in one clichéd scene 
after another.

+ Searching for Sugar Man Fluid, open-ended 
documentaries that demand more of an audi- 
ence than foregone assent or fleeting bouts of 
passive outrage are rare these days, which is 
what makes Malik Bendjelloul’s Searching for 
Sugar Man such a gift. In telling the tale of Sixto 
Rodriguez, a Mexican-American balladeer from 
Detroit who cut a couple of tepidly received LPs 
in the late ’60s, vanished amid hazy rumors of 
onstage suicide, and subsequently became an 
Elvis-sized rock god in South Africa, the Swedish 
filmmaker sidesteps arthritic VH1-style “where 
are they now” antics in favor of a more equivocal 
interrogation of celebrity culture. Bendjelloul 
interviews pertinent Rodriguez-saga parties in 
standard rock-doc style, including the hilariously 
combative former Motown bigwig and Sussex 
Records (Rodriguez’s label) founder Clarence 
Avant, as well as the singer-songwriter’s charm- 





ing, touchingly loyal grown daughters. It’s no 
huge surprise when Rodriguez himself turns up, 
still living the same modest existence as before 
his brush with micro-fame, but it does dispel the 
impression that Bendjelloul has been punking 
us. Better still, Rodrigue’s casual disinterest 
in PR-blitzing his resurrection and apparent 
contentment with an ordinary working life lets 
Searching for Sugar Man hold up a mirror to what 
we’ve come to expect — and cynically refuse 
to accept — from artists in an age of pervasive, 
entitled notoriety. (M.H.)

Sellebrity It’s not easy being famous, as the famous 





love to remind us. Just ask Jennifer Aniston, Kid 
Rock, or any of the other instantly recognizable 
talking heads director Kevin Mazur has assembled 
for his docu-evisceration of the parasitic celebrity 
apparatus, appropriately titled $el/ebrity. Al- 
though no one would deny that the increasingly 
unscrupulous paparazzi are sleazy and often even 
dangerous, Mazur miscalculates when he tries to 
direct viewers’ outrage at stars’ inability to walk 
down the street without getting cameras thrust in 
their faces. He’s on far surer ground when he uses 
his on-screen subjects to decry the proliferation 
of gossip outlets, such as TMZ, which in turn leads 
to the debasement of mainstream news outlets. 
A high point: the film’s background on the (de-) 
evolution of press photographic practices. While 
it’s not all condemnation here, as Mazur allows 
gossip-rag editors and paparazzi to tell their own 
side of the story, it’s clear where the film’s sym- 
pathies lie. $ellebrity, though, is less interested in 
any in-depth analysis of the system of star-making 
(and -destroying) than in allowing Jennifer Lopez 
and Marc Anthony to tell stories of hiding ina car 
trunk to avoid snapping flashes. (A.S.) 


>« Amour There are two things that are certain in 


life. One is that death will come for every one of 
us, in this case for Georges and Anne, an elderly 
couple. The other is that every film Michael Haneke 
makes will have a fair shot at the Cannes Palme 
d’Or. Amour, Haneke’s much-garlanded latest, 
is set almost entirely within a well-appointed 
Paris apartment, 
amid the cathe- 
dral hush that 
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character’s various self-destructive alcoholic 
escapades, and Lewy’s focus is consistently 
on character emotion over overt melodrama. 
Lachlan’s journey of self-discovery, however, is 
so thinly dramatized that any transformation feels 
like a device, and any modest hopefulness comes 
across as simply the unearned wishful thinking 
of the filmmaker. A final, wannabe-ambiguous 
shot attempts to complicate that optimism, but 
like too much of California Solo — which hits its 
notes with a somber-indie roteness that drains 
it of any spontaneity or volatility — it mainly feels 
like the last example of a film going through the 
motions. (N.S.) 


Cirque du Soleil: Worlds Away 3D The ravishing 


and kitschy Cirque du Soleil: Worlds Away 3D is 
the rare movie whose title serves as an accurate 
indicator of whether you would enjoy seeing it. 
If you think it sounds good, it damn-straight 
is; if not, beware — this has all the trapezing 
harlequins you fear. The aesthetic is circus meets 
Ovid meets Busby Berkeley. Against a dreamscape 
of horizon-wide curtains and stagecraft marvels 
like aswimming pool that can become the moon 
itself, asquad of contortionists, acrobats, and the 
like leap and soar and transform themselves into 
impossible things — in their skintight finery, they 
achieve everything movie superheroes do, in the 
requisite (but impressive) 3D. Director Andrew 
Adamson offers acts from seven Cirque shows; 
the best here are the simplest, where the eye can 
follow each body’s flouting of the rules of gravity 
or bone structure. Several carnivalesque numbers 
are muddled to annoyance. When a riot of Yellow 
Submarine-looking characters, including an ap- 
parent Klansman and Dr. Evil, aimlessly mill about 
to “Being for the Benefit of Mr. Kite,” the effect is 
like watching a sinister Ice Capades. Much better 
is the trampoline thrills of Viva ELVIS, where the 
King’s earthy music grounds the scenario — but 
not the leapers. Aerialists Erica Kathleen Linz and 
Igor Zaripov star in a goofy framing story about a 
young woman who visits a traveling carnival only 
to get sucked into Cirque world. Like the movie, 
that beats the Vegas ticket price. (A.S.) 


>K Django Unchained After the ebullient Holocaust 


fantasia /nglourious Basterds, Quentin Tarantino 
takes his whole blood- 
spattered historical tent 
show on the road, this 
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preferred work- 

ing condition. [a] 
Anne is played 

by 85-year-old Emmanuelle Riva (Hiroshima Mon 
Amour), and Georges by 81-year-old Jean-Louis 
Trintignant (My Night at Mauad’s, The Conformist); 
Georges ministers to his diminishing wife through 
her slow decline, his fierce will for her to live 
pitted against her increasing will to die. Haneke 
elides the moments of crisis, focusing instead on 
details of daily caretaking, the process by which 
a home slowly becomes a hospice. Trintignant 
is at his most touching as a man vainly trying 
to decipher his wife’s blurred speech so as not 
to let go of the thread of their lifelong rapport. 
As ever, Haneke shoots in a style that is reserved 
and restrained — in a word, cold. In applying an 
unflinching style to an inevitable process, Amour 
has a certain perfection to it, but what Haneke 
expresses thereby is so meager as to make it a 
single-minded, barren perfection. Haneke remains 
infallible — but so what? A movie in which incident 
is as spare as it is in Amour can certainly be great; 
a movie in which ideas and feelings are so sparse 
cannot. (N.P.) 


California Solo Woe is the rocker whose career is 


cut short by a more talented sibling/bandmate’s 
death, a plight played for earnest drunken- 
irresponsibility bathos in California Solo. Years 
removed from his heyday as the Britpop guitar- 
ist sidekick to his now-dead frontman brother, 
Lachlan (Robert Carlyle) toils away in anonymity 
onaU.S. farm. When a bit of behind-the-wheel 
boozing threatens to get him deported back to 
the U.K., Lachlan drinks more, scrambles about for 
cash, strikes up a pseudo-romance with a younger 
woman (Alexia Rasmussen), and reconnects with 
his long-estranged ex-wife (Kathleen Wilhoite) 
and teenage daughter (Savannah Lathem) — all 
scenarios that writer/director Marshall Lewy 
steeps in sparse, plaintive guitar strumming. 
Carlyle radiates soulfulness throughout his 
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Jamie Foxx stars as the 
captured runaway slave of 
the title, given his freedom by an unlikely savior: a 
German-American bounty hunter (Basterds Oscar- 
winner Christoph Waltz) who trains Django to 
become his partner. Together, they make their way 
toward a sprawling Mississippi plantation known 
as Candyland, where Django’s bride, Broomhilda 
(Kerry Washington), is kept under the thumb ofa 
foppish master (Leonardo DiCaprio) and his sep- 
tuagenarian house slave (the astonishing Samuel 
L. Jackson). Wagnerian hellfire ensues, though 
Tarantino’s true reference point is a century of 
Hollywood cinema’s failure to engage with the 
ugly realities of the “peculiar institution,” from 
Gone with the Wind to Spielberg’s Lincoln. Some 
high-minded critics and cultural arbiters still can’t 
bring themselves to take Tarantino seriously as 
an intellectual, but like all of the best pop art, 
Django Unchained is both seriously entertaining 
and seriously thoughtful, rattling the cage of race 
in America on-screen and off. (S.F.) 


Gangster Squad Originally slated to open in Sep- 


tember 2012, Gangster Squad was delayed when 
the movie-theater shooting in Aurora, Colo., 
suddenly made a scene of gunfire in Grauman’s 
Chinese Theatre “inappropriate.” But released 
any time, the movie would be a crime against 
cinematic sensibility. As Gangster Squad opens, 
boss Mickey Cohen (Sean Penn) is the snake in the 
West Coast Eden of prosperous Los Angeles circa 
1949. Los Angeles Police Department Sergeant 
John O’Mara (Josh Brolin) is offered the chance to 
put together an unofficial unit to bust up Cohen’s 
rackets. The only other squad member given a 
story line to himself is Ryan Gosling’s Sergeant 
Jerry Wooters, who takes up with Cohen’s arm 
candy (Emma Stone); this gives Gosling occasion 
to ply his shy-heartthrob trade, the sheepish boy 
showing off his cantaloupe biceps. It would be the 
film’s silliest performance were it not for Penn 
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donning a pound of putty to play Cohen — his 
smushed mug would suit a Dick Tracy villain. All 
of the usual cop-opera conceits — “duty,” “badge 
of honor,” “fraternity” — get trotted out, but it’s 
only the pummeling violence that stirs director 
Ruben Fleischer’s interest. Gangster Squad car- 
oms from crime to retaliation, from tommy gun 
assassination to a power drill through the head, 
every bloodletting hyped by Steve Jablonsky’s 
score or peppy period tunes counterpoised for 
ironic effect. In reducing the great themes of the 
Warner Bros. crime-film legacy to many bases 
to be rounded, Gangster Squad desecrates the 
symbols of the movies it alleges to honor. (N.P.) 


The Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey A decade 


after bidding farewell to his Oscar-winning Lord 
of the Rings trilogy, Peter Jackson has returned to 
J.R.R. Tolkien to make three more films based on 
The Hobbit, the slender 1937 volume in which the 
author first deployed his Middle Earth mythology. 
And this first installment feels like much ado about 
not very much, dragging its hairy feet for nearly an 
hour before it even sets out on the “unexpected 
journey” of the movie’s subtitle, in which the 
dandyish hobbit Bilbo Baggins (Martin Freeman) 
joins forces with a band of warrior dwarfs to help 
recapture their ancestral homeland from the claws 
of a fire-breathing dragon. It goes without saying 
that all of this is executed at an exceptional level 
of craft, but unless you want to see something 
that looks like Days of Our Hobbit Lives, stay far 
away from Jackson’s much-ballyhooed “High 
Frame Rate” ver- 
sion of the film

deserves her own movie — she’s resourceful, 
sagacious, and understandably frustrated with 
the kid preoccupations of her compatriots. Only 
the Young captures the lyricism of late childhood, 
and the bewilderment of the road ahead. As for 
the skate footage: It’s shot for pure glory, for all 
the world like Wild China or Blue Planet; beautiful 
beings struggling in exotic habitats: abandoned 
houses, red-gold bluffs and run-down mini-golf 
courses. (S.F.) 


Parental Guidance In much the same way that 


pig-romancing hill-folk felt slandered by William 
Denison “Bill” McKinney’s performance in Deliver- 
ance, the elderly have cause to feel scandalized 
by their portrayal in Andy Fickman’s Parental 
Guidance. The Billy Crystal/Bette Midler vehicle 
is an extended “in my day” joke intended to 
convey the superiority of old people over a lot of 
supposedly contemporary behavior that doesn’t 
actually exist in real life. The film is unpopulated 
by anything resembling an actual human being, 
and the non-Lipitor-ingesting characters are 2-D 
cutouts for Billy Crystal to smack around with his 
smirky jowls. Artie Decker (Crystal), a cornball 
announcer for the Fresno Grizzlies, is fired from his 
job by an executive who sprays a withering fusil- 
lade of Internet buzzwords, advancing the film’s 
contention that non-elderly people are ridiculous 
aliens, while providing one of many opportunities 
for Billy Crystal’s jowls to portray “befuddled.” 
Out of touch with tweets or whatever, Artie, 
along with his wife, Diane (Midler), launches his 
new season of unem- 
ployment by babysit- 
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keep things fitfully 
engaging, but mostly the movie feels like self- 
conscious monument art — and it’s all too unclear 
whether that monument is to Tolkien or to Jackson 
himself. (S.F.) 


Les Misérables You can hear the people sing — really 


hear them — in the long-gestating screen version 
of that Broadway juggernaut Les Misérables, for 
which the musical numbers were recorded live 
on the set rather than lip-synched to studio 
recordings. That’s one of several ways in which 
director Tom Hooper (The King’s Speech) tries but 
fails to inject real-world grit and verisimilitude 
into producer Cameron Mackintosh’s musical- 
theater blockbuster, a simpering reduction of 
Victor Hugo’s panoramic 19th-century novel 
into a succession of noble peasant heroes (Hugh 
Jackman as the persecuted Jean Valjean), card- 
board villains (Russell Crowe as police inspector 
Javert), and star-crossed lovers belting out 
sound-alike anthems about the resilience of the 
human spirit. On stage, where Les Mis has been 
running continuously in one form or another for 
the past 25 years, this all had a certain kitsch 
appeal. On screen, it’s a real slog, less a movie 
than an exercise in careful brand management. 
As the fired factory-worker-turned-prostitute 
Fantine, Anne Hathaway stops the show with her 
borderline-hysterical rendition of “Il Dreamed a 
Dream,” all bulging eyes and hyperventilation. 
But is this great acting, or merely the precursor 
to spontaneous combustion? (S.F.) 


K Only the Young Faced with adolescent skate- 


boarders in an atrophied suburban desert town, 
how do moviesgoers not brace for the worst? 
What with the entire filmography of Harmony 
Korine and the Jackass legacy all extolling the 
sorrowful but ass-kicking doom of youth adrift, 
which nightmare algorithm of drug use, violence, 
and sexual peril are the kids (and viewers) in for? 
Fortunately, Only the Young is a lush beauty of a 
documentary whose youth face the danger of 
un-coolness: They skateboard for Jesus and dress 
up as twin Gandalfs. The leads are appealing and 
funny: Garrison’s a smiley charmer with adorable 
dork edge; Kevin is soulful and intense, a boy 
who wears his heart right on his face; Skye is 
an assertive young woman whose dry observa- 
tions about the guys make her a keen audience 
surrogate. All have lousy poker faces, so we feel 
the threats tugging at their equilibrium, the social 
stigmas, and the difficulties in building any love 
relationships, platonic or not. The doctrades some 
of its prelapsarian magic for social-realism when 
it examines Skye’s difficult family situation. Skye 
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house “invented” by 
his son-in-law. Among 
all the carpooling and violin lessons and whatnot, 
Midler, Crystal, and Crystal’s befuddled jowls 
evince smugness toward caricatures of overpro- 
tective parents, educators spewing befuddling 
jargon, befuddling technology, and abefuddling 
kid’s baseball league with a befuddling lack of 
strikes, penalties, or points. The film might be 
remembered for its discovery of the hateful state 
of “smug-fuddlement.” (C.P.) 


Promised Land Salesmen are typically depicted 


in screen drama as the quintessential American 
phonies. That one set of phonies is being dramati- 
cally indicted by actors is an irony that we will leave 
hanging. Promised Land’s phony, played by Matt 
Damon, travels to small towns to sell the folks on 
fracking, the controversial practice of pumping 
toxic chemicals 8,000 feet underground to loosen 
up natural gas. He explains that this is a matter of 
his common touch with locals, and his approach 
assumes that all of flyover America is essentially 
the same. “I can’t believe this is right outside the 
city; it looks like Kentucky,” says Sue (Frances 
McDormand), his partner. Steve responds, “Two 
hours outside any city looks like Kentucky.” 
The latest town is different, though. Dustin, 
a worker for an environmental agency (John 
Krasinski) goes door to door with a story about 
how fracking killed his family farm. The PR war 
is waged through Steve and Dustin’s competition 
over a local schoolteacher (Rosemarie DeWitt) 
and in the town’s social centers. Promised Land 
(title courtesy Genesis 15:18-21) is essentially 
a conversion story in which the cynical Steve is 
swayed to the small-town independence he’s 
first heard scoffing at. Director Gus Van Santis in 
his deft director-for-hire mode. Like Steve, Van 
Sant knows how to display the common touch, 
but the movie is a hard sell whose ending is never 
in doubt. (N.P.) 


+ Tchoupitoulas Although they almost certainly 


have plans for striking new projects that expand 
our understanding of what documentaries can be, 
Bill and Turner Ross — the co-directors, -produc- 
ers, -camera operators, and -troublemakers be- 
hind 7choupitoulas — could do posterity a service 
if they simply resigned themselves to replicating 
this one-night-in-New Orleans documentary for 
each of the world’s great cities. The Rosses have 
captured something rare: What a night spent 
stumbling about New Orleans actually feels like. 
Here are the street characters; the make-joy-from- 
thin-air musicians; the spooky, shadowed parks; 
burlesque performer Perle Noire in great pastied 
shimmy and then, touchingly, breathing heavily 


backstage and sucking on a bottle of water, tired 
but not unpleased with a good night’s work. 
The Rosses take “documentary” to mean the 
documenting of an experience — say, one night 
out, presented here with both handheld-camera 
rawness and dreamy, abstract passages — and 
are more open about the misrepresentation of 
space and time for the good of the film than most 
other practitioners of their craft. Here, in what is 
no doubt a “documentary,” the filmmakers pass 
off more than half a year’s worth of New Orleans 
street life as the adventures enjoyed by three 
young boys over the course of a single night 
out. The boys — William, Bryan, and Kentrell 
Zanders — aren’t actors, and their reactions to the 
city around them seem real: “This is everything 
| hoped for!” pipes eager William, the youngest. 
“Naked pictures, clubs, you know what | mean?” 
There’s no talk of Katrina or the city’s class and 
racial divides. There’s just New Orleans and a 
trio of likable kids, trooping through it, finding 
every marvel. (A.S.) 


This Is 40 It’s easy to carp that This Is 40 is too long, 


too aimless, too alert to small resentments, and 
too stingy with the comic set pieces and gel- 
capped life lessons of Apatow’s Knocked Up and 
The 40-Year-Old Virgin. But those resentments are 
sharply observed, and the many scenes of Leslie 
Mann and Paul Rudd as married folks pickling 
in each other’s presence are more familiar from 
life than from movies, and almost always droll if 
not laugh-out-loud funny. A scene of husband 
Pete (Rudd) upsetting wife Debbie (Mann) with 
his bed farts is tinged with tragic truth — what is 
marriage but the process of acclimating to each 
other’s gasses? More painful still is the moment 
when Debbie, seeking sex, bares the breasts she 
has been worrying over as her 40th birthday ap- 
proaches — only to be rebuffed as Pete monkeys 
with his iPad. Sometimes, Apatow’s gifts for 
comedy and pain come together beautifully. 
Debbie and Pete laugh in bed about how much 
they hate each other, sometimes, and then how 
exactly they would murder each other. Her answer 
— a slow poisoning — gets more involved as she 
describes it, and Mann makes the most of her 
showcase. Debbie is the first female character in 
an Apatow film as engaging and fucked up as the 
boys. Much like marriage, This ls 40 is somewhat 
formless and sometimes frustrating, but life is 
improved by having the option. (A.S.) 


K Zero Dark Thirty Director Kathryn Bigelow and 


screenwriter Mark Boal’s unofficial sequel to 
their Oscar-winning The Hurt Locker dramatizes 
the decade-long CIA manhunt for Osama bin 
Laden, and from the major details to the smallest 
ones, the reporting is So good you scarcely ques- 
tion a beat. Jessica Chastain gives a sensational 
performance as Maya, a young CIA officer newly 
arrived in Pakistan, where her responsibilities 
include interrogating detained Al Qaeda suspects 
at secret agency prisons throughout Asia and 
the Middle East. Be forewarned: “Enhanced” 
measures such as waterboarding and starvation 
are depicted, and without any of the moral outrage 
some might expect from a Hollywood treatment of 
this subject. Rather, as they did in The Hurt Locker, 
Bigelow and Boal come not to judge but to show, 
leaving the rest up to us. This is superb journal- 
ism and even better filmmaking, culminating in 
an electrifying re-enactment of the May 1, 2011, 
raid on bin Laden’s Pakistan hideout. But what 
impresses most about Zero Dark Thirty is the long 
time it spends in the middle distance, immersing 
us in the workaday lives of agents and analysts 
who sacrifice much in the name of something 
bigger than themselves and struggle against 
the same petty bureaucrats one encounters in 
any company — whether the boss is Uncle Sam 
or merely some guy named Sam. (S.F.)

ickybobby is a great place for 
stoners. That’s what I was 
thinking as I sat in the month- 
old restaurant, surrounded by 
a kaleidoscope of cartoonish 
colors and images, half-watching Super 
Troopers projected on one wall and trying 
to avoid the glassy stare of a spooky taxi- 
dermy calf with two heads. The food seems 
made for the munchies too — totally filling, 
but you compulsively eat it anyway be- 
cause it tastes so good. The remarkable 
thing about Rickybobby is that it helps you 
achieve a higher state of being even if your 
mind isn’t chemically altered. 

Even in its infancy, crowds are at the 
Lower Haight restaurant every night be- 
cause the food’s reputation proceeds it. 
Rickybobby’s name comes from the movie 
Talledega Nights, and is one of the many 
quirky pop culture references thrown in this 
new spot from James Moisey and Shane La- 
Valley, the dudes who until recently were 
serving much the same food at Broken Re- 
cord, an Excelsior rock and whiskey bar 
with a restaurant in back. Moisey and LavVal- 
ley have taken their hits from those days to 
the new location, and have beefed up the 
menu with new comfort food dishes that are 
bound to get their own cult followings. 

The most famous Broken Record dish rep- 
licated here is the beef and bacon burger, 
wherein ground bacon is added to two beef 
patties wedded together with American 
cheese. It was one of the best burgers I have 
ever eaten: The kitchen uses just enough ba- 
con to infuse the beef with smokiness and 
general succulence, but not so much that the 
grease takes over. It’s indulgent, but not over- 
whelming — an impressive balancing act con- 
sidering the amount of fat involved. 

That same balance is achieved with the 
lobster mac and cheese, a new dish that has a 
creamy cheese sauce with just a hint of tang 
surrounding soft farfalle pasta, 





topped with cheese and bits of house-made 
chorizo for an almost chili-like effect. It didn’t 
hold up taste-wise to the best versions in the 
South, or even the version at Brenda’s, but on 
a winter’s night it was salty, creamy, warm, 
and satisfying. 

Everyone’s favorite is the sweet potater- 
tots, a childhood classic made upscale with 
sweet potatoes instead of more pedestrian 
spuds. These were crusty and delicious, 
smaller than cafeteria tots by about half 
which made for more crispy surface area, and 
served with ketchup and a house-made ranch 
dressing. Ketchup was too sweet a dipping 
sauce — sweet potatoes have more than 
enough residual sugar already — but the 
ranch provided the much-needed saltiness 
the sweet potatoes lacked. 

The interior of the place is an eclectic mix 
of Americana that fits with the cuisine. The 
walls are hung with oversize photos — a 
horse, a seagull, a dalmatian contemplating 
those rocks from Star Wars on one; a burger 
cross-section and a photo of a million flocking

Same with the house-smoked salmon, 
served with daubs of creme fraiche and 
dill, though the kitchen of course couldn’t 
resist putting them on slices of grilled 
croissant instead of the traditional rye 
crackers. The effect of the buttery croissant 
on the salmon is outstanding. 

They do need a more interesting beer se- 
lection. For now, the restaurant is only offer- 
ing a handful of familiar beers by the bottle 
like Anchor Steam and Lagunitas, along with 
house red and white wines. And the service 
was casual to a fault — it was busy both nights 
we came, and the kitchen and waitstaff didn’t 
seem prepared for the crowds. But they admi- 
rably made up for lags in service with free 
dessert, and everyone around us at the com- 
munal picnic tables seemed to be in a forgiv- 
ing mood: young and not-so-young, hipster 
and not-so-hip, sober and not-so-sober. It 
could have been the buzzy vibe, or the eupho- 
ria that comes after eating a day’s worth of 
calories in one sitting, but at the end of the 
night, it seemed like everyone was having a 
righteously good time.

residents in the area, but the best part of the 
shop is that it gives us access to Ryan’s unique 
prepared foods five days a week. 

For $5, you can get a naked bacon-studded 
hot dog, Magnolia chicken beer sausage, or a 
cheddar brat nestled in a soft Acme bun. For an- 
other $2 you can add house-made sauerkraut, 
mustard, and onions. If you want to play with 
the big boys, $8 will upgrade you to the Butcher, 
the Zilla, the Hog, or the Cole. 

The Butcher has slices of head cheese, jala- 
peno, and smoked ham, covered with chimi- 
churri sauce. The Zilla, one of their regular 
market offerings, is topped with Namu kimchee, 
scallions, and chicharrones. The Hog is drenched 
in white bean chili, smoked ham, and Carolina 
BBQ sauce. 

Lastly there’s our favorite, the Cole, which was 
named after one of Ryan’s kitchen staffers who 
created the chorizo con queso sauce that gener- 
ously covers your sausage of choice.

Cole doesn’t stop there; Fritos, pickled red onion, 
and scallions are heaped on top, adding a nice 
crunchy texture and an acid bite to counter the 
rich cheese sauce. The whole ordeal is dusted 
with some of 4505’s spice rub, creating another 
layer of flavor and a little heat. We think the Cole 
is best made with either the hot dog or brat, as 
the chicken sausage does not have the gusto to 
stand up to the intense toppings. 

This would be an ideal hangover meal — sure, 
you can eat it any time you like, but the rich, 
warm, salty, and crunchy combination makes it 
so much better suited for an afternoon meal fol- 
lowing a night of heavy drinking. An added bo- 
nus, it’s prepared quickly and can be eaten on the 
run, so you don’t have to take too much time out 
of your day-drinking adventures. 

If you’re lucky, you might have the chance to 
order a new, secret menu item at the shop: chich- 
arrones nachos. Feel like punishing your arteries, 
but rewarding your stomach and taste buds? 
Imagine taking those puffy 4505 chicharrones 
and treating them like nacho chips, drizzling 
them and a spatter of Fritos in lemon aioli, chimi- 
churri, and chorizo con queso sauce.

Almanac’s New 
Biere de Chocolat

e had the pleasure of trying Almanac 
Beer Co.’s new Biere de Chocolat, a 
robust porter made In conjunction 


with so-hot-right-now Dandelion chocolate. The 
beer smells like rich, dark cocoa, but its flavor isn’t 
as sweet as you might expect — it’s got a layered, 
malty bitterness that we found quite appealing, 
and makes sense if you’ve ever had one of Dande- 
lion’s excellent single-origin bars, which have no 
additional flavors and little to no added sugar. 

In the Biere de Chocolat, Almanac uses a 
blend of the chocolate factory’s Madagascar and 
Rio Caribe cacao beans for a balanced, hearty 
brew. “We tried a few [beans] and really liked the 
balance of the Madagascar’s acid and brightness, 
and the Rio Caribe’s depth, complexity and choc- 
olatiness,” says Almanac co-founder Jesse Fried- 
man. We liked the balance too, especially how 
the chocolate notes played off the smoked and 
dark-roasted malt and citrusy Ilvanhoe hops, 
making for a near-perfect beer to drink ona cold 
winter evening. 

The boys at Almanac suggest pairing the 5.5 
percent ABV Biere de Chocolat with Texas-style 
BBQ brisket, a flavor marriage that sounds made 
in heaven. We also tried the beer with a piece of 
dark chocolate, which made the cocoa notes of 
the beer more dominant. 

Right now Biere de Chocolat is on tap at Shot- 
well’s, the Sycamore, Dark Horse Inn, and Amster- 
dam Cafe, but come February it will be sold in 
four-bottle packs — the perfect Valentine’s Day 
present for the beer-lover in your life.

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Stillin Her Head 


Jessica Pratt’s introspective folk has earned her lots of attention. 
The question now Is what she'll do with it.

essica Pratt doesn’t remember 
much about the two months she 
spent back in 2007 recording 
her self-titled debut album. The 
Bayview studio? “It was pretty 
nondescript, pretty barren-looking,” she 
says. The sound engineer? “I didn’t really 
know the guy too well. ... Maybe he records 
people sometimes, but it’s not like an 
active thing for him.” Her motivation? “I 
had a friend that knew someone who had a 
studio. It was kind of just a ‘why not?’ kind 
of thing.” 

Her current circumstances might be to 
blame for the hazy recall. At 5:15 p.m. ona 
rainy New Year’s Eve, Pratt is lying on her 
couch, sailing through what she calls “the 
NyQuil Zone.” An interview scheduled to 
take place over coffee has been down- 
graded to acrackly telephone conversation, 
and Pratt’s voice sounds deeper and more 
impatient than usual. It’s been two months 
since she finally released the LP that she 
started recording five years ago, at the stu- 
dio she can’t describe, with the sound guy 
whose name she doesn’t recall. Since then, 
things have moved quickly for the 25-year- 
old songwriter: The album’s initial pressing 
of 500 records sold out in less than two 
weeks. On Nov. 20, one Pitchfork reviewer 
lauded its “simplicity and affectlessness” 
and cheered its “plaintive, unadorned 
warmth” (compliments of the highest order 
in Pitchforkspeak). Later that day, her song 
“Night Faces” appeared on Rolling Stone’s 
website. On Jan. 16, she will perform along- 
side folk legend Michael Hurley and Cass 
McCombs at San Francisco’s Great Ameri- 
can Music Hall. 

“T didn’t think either of us expected [the 
album] to do so well,” Pratt says, referring 
to herself and Tim Presley, 





start to finish — a catalog of mourning, 
memories, and the occasional wink of Ap- 
palachian-tinged whimsy. When Pratt 
talks about creating a song, what she’s re- 
ally talking about is entering the self, pok- 
ing around, and resurfacing with 
something pointed and beautiful.

sions with U.K.-based booking agents, and 
talked of a West Coast tour with White 
Fence, but nothing is solidly in place. 
Though she admits that she’s nervous 
about performing, she says that playing for 
large crowds is getting easier and more en- 
joyable. Still, she remains reticent at the 
thought of life on the road. 

“It’s kind of exhausting,” she says. “To 
have that be your career, you have to play a 
show when maybe you don’t want to, or 
you’re sick, or you want to be home.” 

And indeed here she is, sick at home, for- 
getful, wanting only to remain prostrate on 
the couch. But there’s one thing Pratt does 
remember with crystal clarity: In the mid- 
dle of her recording session back in 2007, a 
plane buzzed by overhead. Because of her 
spare instrumentation and the sensitivity of 
the 1940s-era microphone she sang into 
(“Some rare, expensive thing that could 
pick up crazy sounds”), she was forced to 
scratch the song and start over. Despite be- 
ing just 20, and having never taken a guitar 
lesson, and having never even been ina re- 
cording studio before, Pratt was undaunted. 

“T’ve just always lived in my own head,” 
she says. “Like, my whole life. It’s pretty 
easy to go back there anytime.”

Icee Hot has come along way since it first 
began as a monthly workout in the 
cramped basement at 222 Hyde.

As Eskmo, the former 
S.F. (now L.A.) resident combed through 
glitch, dubstep, ambient, and electro-pop 
aesthetics — not to mention field 
recordings of snapping branches and 
clanging cookware — to patch together 
his 2010 self-titled debut. Language, an 
Eskmo EP issued last fall, is another 
testament to his peculiar versatility. The 
release pushes the icy industrial boot 
stomp of “1996,” the creepy, slithering, 
patently unsoulful “Soul Music,” and the 
sky-gazing clockwork machinery of “Oh 
in This World of Dread, Carry On” into 
one cramped space while credibly pulling 
off every style swap. Though Angelides is 
prone to occasional missteps (Language 
captures his nasty habit of using 
manipulated voice recordings when 
they’re not needed), he’s nonetheless one 
of the most open-minded and 
respectable electronica producers active 
today.

ertain words set off mnemonics in my 
< head, and “linda” is one of them. But 

strangely, what comes to mind is “Ro- 
salinda’s Eyes” by Billy Joel, a song | don’t re- 
ally know by a guy | don’t really like. I’m sure 
this was helped along by the “Lo” of “Lolinda” 
sounding like the “Ro” in “Rosalinda.” For 
god’s sake, have you heard that song? It’s Joel 
attempting some sort of pretentious Cubano 
skeez. | think | hate it more than when Paul Si- 
mon went all African. 

But none of this is dear Lolinda’s fault, and | 
shan’t blame her no’ mo’. 

The venue is huge and gorgeous and sits In 
the same place that used to house Medjool, 
which was a bit of a mess but had a cool roof- 
top hangout. Lolinda is owned by the same 
people behind Beretta and Starbelly, which 
means they are going to try to make their mark 
with specialty “handcrafted” drinks and 
upscale dining. 

“Rosalinda’s eyeeeeees ...” 

Pull out stool. Sit down. 
Peruse menu. 

Lolinda is an 
Argentinian-inspired 
steakhouse, which 
actually is a good idea 
because it fills a 
gourmet hole in 
the Mission. 

It’s not often that | 
feel dwarfed, but this 
place will do that to you. 
It’s about the size of an air- 
port hangar, with two levels. The 
roof area is still under construction, but 
once that opens | bet the entire hamlet of 
Colma, including the dead people, would all fit 
here nicely. There are bull heads mounted on 
one wall, enormous chandeliers inspired by 
wagon wheels hanging above, and a rustic 
sleekness that is warm and inviting. Also | need 
to give a shout-out to whoever designed the 
place acoustically — no matter how many 
people are there, you can still hear each other 
talk. Still, | was left with the usual “meh” | get 
from being in yet another beautiful, well-de- 
signed bar. No one Is really doing anything 
maverick in this town anymore.
